Rodeo Highlights—Then and Now 


by BILL 


The location isn’t too impor- 
tant, or even the time of year. 
The scene’s the same, the ac- 
tion’s the same. It could be 
Cheyenne or San Antonio, Cal- 
gary or Houston, Butte or Abi- 
lene. 


It’s Rodeo Day. 


Ray Wharton of Kerr County, 
Texas, 1956 Calf Roping Cham- 
pion, sits ready on his_high- 
strung quarter horse, waiting for 
a big Brahma calf to burst out of 
the chute and into the arena. The 
red flag drops. The race against 
time is on. 

The calf is off, kicking up a 
trail of fine dust. Wharton is 
close behind, the loop spinning. 
The rope is sent flashing out and 
the horse stops short. The 37- 
year-old rodeo veteran is down 
the rope, fighting for seconds. In 
an instant, the calf is flipped 
over and three of the calf’s feet 
are tied with the piggin’ string. 
The cowboy throws his arms 
wide to signal he’s finished. 

The crowd, on its feet cheer- 
ing, has seen everything it paid 
for in the way of speed and dar- 
ing. But in every case, in every 
rodeo, the crowd is given a lit- 
tle something extra. 


What the 25 million people 
who watch rodeo every year get 
extra, is a real live lesson in 
Western American history. For 
rodeo has a tie with the past, the 
working West, with the cowboy 
doing a job. 

In the years immediately after 
the Civil War, the cowboy be- 
came an American hero in the 
eyes of Eastern clerks and sales- 
men. He was glorified in news- 
papers and magazines. Actually, 
the Western cowboy of that era 
had a job about as exciting as to- 
day’s parking lot attendant. But 
it was a hard job. Driving the 
cattle north took time, and it was 
slow work. 

During these long drives, the 
cowboy sport was born. In the 
evenings around the fire, tales 
were swapped of individual skill 
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with the rope. Next day there 
would be real tests to settle hurt 
pride or bets. 

COWBOY CONTESTS 


A public demonstration of the 
cowboy’s skill with his rope actu- 
ally started what today is known 
as Rodeo. At the State Fair in 
Austin on Dec. 1, 1882, the crowd 
of 10,000 people was attracted to 
a free exhibition of “skill with 
the lariat”. Ten cowboys com- 
peted for a $300 silver-trimmed 
saddle to be given to the one who 
roped, threw and tied down a 
steer in the shortest space of 
time. 


The winner of that particular 
contest accomplished the feat in 
one minute and 45_ seconds. 
That’s 105 seconds. Ross Martin 
of Bloomington, Minn., won a 
calf roping event in 1956 with the 
remarkable time of 8.8 seconds! 


However, the winner of that 
first contest in Austin three- 
quarters of a century ago could 
not realize what was going to fol- 
low. With 10,000 Fair spectators 
entertained to such a degree, the 
next logical step for a quick- 
minded promoter was to start 
selling tickets. 

THE GRAND PARADE 

The tickets were sold five 
years later to a crowd of 12,000 
at Denver, October ’87—the first 
box office rodeo in history. In 
addition to putting the whole 
thing on a professional basis, 
Denver also included a colorful 
Grand Entry Parade. 

The Grand Entry Parade was 
also a part of two rodeos that fol- 
lowed. At both Canadian, Texas 
and Prescott, Ariz. they involved 
civic celebrations. Both rodeos 
were held on the 4th of July and 
included the reading of the 
Declaration of Independence. In 
the Prescott Rodeo parade, the 
mayor, a brass band, the fire en- 
gine and the cowboy contestants 
all passed before the judges’ re- 
viewing stand on the main street. 

Prescott styled its rodeo the 
Frontier Days Celebration. At

Bandit Queen of the ’80s 
this celebration the first trophy 
ever given—a handsome silver 
plaque—was awarded to the sad- 
dle bronc winner. The trophy, 
originally won by Juan Levias, is 
still on display in Prescott as the 
Levias Trophy. The story is that 
this prize was thrown into a scrap 
heap during World War I metal 
drive, but was saved when some- 
one recognized the name of its 
winner. 





Just as the Grand Entry Parade 
became in time a definite part of 
rodeo, so did those early Roping 
& Riding Contests develop into 
our present Five Events. Regu- 
lars on every program today are: 
Saddle Bronc, Bareback, Steer 
Wrestling, Calf Roping and Bull 
Riding. They are the logical off- 
shoots of the old-time cowboy 
sports and range competitions. 


WILD WEST SHOWS 

Sharp showmen soon added 
color to the program with a Wild 
West entertainment, usually part 
history. Most famous was the 
Stagecoach Robbery, played at 
rodeos around the country for 
several decades. 


At the Fort Smith, Arkansas, 
rodeo this Stagecoach Robbery 
performance almost outdid itself. 
A real desperado and a real judge 
played their parts! Homer Croy 
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tells the story in his book, “He 
Hanged Them High.” It seems 
Belle Starr had been billed as the 
Bandit Queen and the Petticoat 
Terror of the Plains, for Belle 
Was notorious as an_ offender 
against the law. 


In the play, Belle was to roar 
down on the doomed stagecoach, 
take care of the shotgun guard, 
collect the money box and thun- 
der away. At the Fort Smith 
rodeo, the two passengers in the 
stagecoach were to be local Judge 
Parker, who hanged 88 men in- 
cidentally, and W. H. H. Clavton, 
its prosecuting attorney. They 
happened to be the same two 
who had issued directions for 
Belle’s trip to the federal pen not 
too many vears before. 


Altho she didn’t hold a grudge 
against the Judge, Belle did hate 
the prosecutor. She hated him 
not for her sentence, but because 
he had belittled the education of 
her husband while he was on trial 
for horse-stealing. 


Her plan was to draw a bead 
on the unsuspecting Clayton and 
kill him. Then she’d plead she 


didn’t know the gun was loaded. 


At the right moment, the stage 
rumbled out into the arena with 
Belle leading a band of Indians 
whooping in pursuit. Rifles pop- 
ped until the stagecoach ground 
to a halt. Belle threw the door 
open, pistol in hand. Inside were 
three strangers with Judge Par- 
ker. Fortunately, Clayton hadn’t 
been able to make the trip. 


The crowd still saw their mock 
robbery, all right. What they did 
not know was that Belle Starr 
had planned for them to witness 
the real thing. 


Gradually, however, the stage- 
coach rumbled into the past, and 
historical shows were dropped 
from the rodeo. High in their 
place today are such cowboy 
stars as Gene Autry and Roy 
Rogers. But even without the 
Belle Starrs, rodeo fans in ever- 
increasing numbers know they 
get their money’s worth. They 
loudly cheer top cowboys in ac- 
tion and they enjoy such added 
events as a chuckwagon race, a

wild horse race or a wild cow 
milking contest. 

From those early beginnings in 
Austin, Denver and Prescott, the 
Western sport of rodeo kept 
growing until even all the land 
west of the Mississippi was too 
small to contain it. In 1916, rodeo 
reached out to the Atlantic Coast. 
The New York Stampede held 
at Sheepshead Bay Speedway in 
Brooklyn was the first appear- 
ance of rodeo in the East. In 
1926, Old Madison Square Gar- 
den was host to what they called 
the World Series Rodeo, and 
when the new Garden was open- 
ed in 1929, the title was changed 
to the World’s Champion Rodeo. 

Year after year rodeo became 
more popular. By 1946, so many 
Easterners had gone “Western” 
and had learned to love rodeo, 
that the Madison Square Garden 
Show lasted 33 days with 48 per- 
formances! 

Last year Western-style rodeo 
branched out still further. Bob 
Estes of Baird, Texas, took his 
performers and his stock to 
Europe. They rodeoed in the 
Paris Palais des Sports and in 
the ancient Coliseums of Arles 
and Nimes in southern France. 
Seated on the stone tiers of the 
same amphitheatres where Ro- 
man gladiators had fought lions 
2000 years ago, today’s modern 
Frenchmen applauded loud and 
long at American rodeo, the 
thrilling sport of 25 million fans.

“greatest human interest 
State Championship High School 
Rodeo, held as always in Hal- 
lettsville, had no less than 347 
boy and girl contestants this year 
from all sections of Texas. They 
competed on professional rodeo 
stock — the roughest, toughest 
stock available — and a mighty 
fine job they made of it! 


Secretary of State Zollie Steak- 
ley, representing Texas Governor 
Price Daniel, opened the rodeo 
Wednesday night, June 19th, and 
Blake McCrelles, farm director 
of KONO radio station, was em- 
cee for all four nights. The rodeo 
came to a climax Saturday night, 
June 22 with.the awarding of 
prizes and the announcing of the 
State Champions. 


Especially noteworthy this year 
were the achievements of Natha- 
lyne Kendrick of Houston, who 
won the coveted honor of All 
Around Cowgirl. This is the title 
she had won twice before, in 
1952 and in 1953. Now, in 1957, 
she showed she’s once again 
Tops. 

Equally amazing was the come- 
back of the All Around Cowboy, 
David Bahner of Wharton. He 
also had won this honor before— 
or rather, almost won it, for he 


was one of 3 who tied for the title 
of All Around Cowboy of 1955. 


Championship High School 
Rodeo this year had four events 
for cowboys and three for cow- 
girls: tie-down calf roping, steer 
wrestling, bareback bronc riding 
and breakaway calf roping for 
the boys, and barrel racing, 
breakaway calf roping and a 
queen’s contest for the girls. The 
four top winners in each event 
now qualify for the National 
High School Rodeo July 25-28 at 
Albuquerque, New Mexico.

The Santa Rosa Palomino 
Club was organized in 1950 by 
a group of Vernon (Texas) busi- 
ness men and Wilbarger County 
farmers and ranchers to publicize 
the Santa Rosa Roundup and the 
City of Vernon. In these seven 
years, it has become one of the 
most colorful riding clubs in the 
Southwest and their services and 
attendance at parades and rodeos 
are in great demand. In fact, 
the tables have turned quite un- 
expectedly: instead of the club 
publicizing’ Vernon, today Ver- 
non is proud to say it is the home 
of the Santa Rosa Palomino 
Club! 

This energetic club has travel- 
ed over 15,000 miles to partici- 
pate in parades and rodeos, from 
many of which it has brought 
home trophies and prizes for be- 
ing the most outstanding club. 
Such trophies are kept in the 
foyer of the Wilbarger Memorial 
Auditorium on public display. 

They have gone to Colorado 
Springs in Colorado, and to San- 
ta Fe and to the Albuquerque 
State Fair in New Mexico. They 
have been seen in 12 Oklahoma 
cities, and, in their home state of 
Texas, they have paraded in no 
less than 25 places. 

The sight of 45 Palomino hors- 
es, with those Santa Rosa riders 
dressed alike, makes a very im- 
pressive picture. Their uniforms 
consist of blue, gold or red shirts, 
with a golden Palomino horse em- 
broidered on the back; white hats 
and ties; and yellow chaps trim- 
med in red with the name Santa 
Rosa in red letters. Each rider 
carries a silk Confederate flag. 
Their mounts are matched as to 
color and equipment, _ their 
bridles have red and_ white 
nose and brow bands, ferruled 
reins, and breast harness with 
“Vernon” in white letters on a 
red leather background. Their 
saddle tapaderos are hand- 
carved with a red “V” on them. 
A black and white carona com- 
pletes the outfit. 

Governing Board of the club, 
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elected for two-year terms, con- 
sists of president Kenneth Henry, 
vice president E. A. Bristo, secy- 
treasurer Vernon Loveall, and 
Judge Green, Byron Phillips, W. 
L. Golightly and Q. V. Couch. 
Past presidents of the club are 
John Biggs, 1950-51-52, M. K. 
Berry, 1953, Kenneth Wolfe 
1954, E. O. Youngblood 1955, 
and C. L. Glazener 1956. 

A month ago the Santa Rosa 
Palomino Club opened the Okla- 
homa Semi-Centennial Exposi- 
tion in Oklahoma City. One week 
later, they sponsored and parti- 
cipated in the All-Palomino 
Horse Show in Vernon, their 
home town (Results next issue), 
and on August 5th this progres- 
sive colorful club will appear at 
the Pikes Peak-or-Bust Rodeo in 
Colorado Springs for the entire 
week.

Mildred Farris of Iowa Park, 
Texas, was elected vice president 
of the Texas Barrel Racing Asso- 
ciation in 1956 and again in 
1957. 

Born in Andrews County, 
Texas, August 8, 1933, Mildred 
is one of seven children. Her 
riding career began as a child on 
her father’s ranch. Being a Tex- 
as-bred ranch girl, her love for 
horses came natural. 

Many hours were spent in the 
saddle alongside her twin broth- 
er, Melvin. When they were 
about 12 years old, her father 
was taken seriously ill. Since 
there is much work to be done on 
a cattle ranch, the job of looking 
after the cattle and doctoring 
then for worms fell to Mildred 
and Melvin. Melvin roped and 
held the cattle, and Mildred doc- 
tored them. That was one sum- 
mer Mildred will never forget. 

In 1951 Mildred graduated 
from high school at Andrews and 
that fall she entered Sul Ross 
College in Alpine, Texas, grad- 
uating four years later. Those 
four years were busy ones for 
this energetic girl. She was on the 
rodeo team four years, was elect- 
ed rodeo queen, Freshman Fav- 
orite, and Campus Favorite. She 
Was active in the women’s Re- 
creation Assn. and was on the 
Student Council in her senior 
vear. She belonged also to the 
Fencing Club and the House 
Council. 

At the Texas Cowboy Reunion 
in Stamford, Mildred met John 
Allen Farris. They were married 
11 months later, May 31, 1955. 

This is truly a family of 
champions, for John Farris is a 
rodeo champion: bareback, sad- 
dle bronc and bull rider. He has 
won five Championship saddles: 
two at Archer City; two at Hen- 
rietta; and one at Muleshoe, 
Texas. John was All-Around 
Cowboy at Pampa, Texas, in 
1952-53. In addition to other 
prizes, John has won 25 Champ- 
ionship Buckles. 

The horse that has carried 
Mildred to so many champion- 
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ships is “Lucky”, a bay gelding 
about 15 hands in height and 
weighs approximately 1000 Ibs. 
Like Traveler, “mystery horse” 
of the Quarter Horse world, 
Lucky’s breeding is unknown. 
From where he came to the town 
of Andrews, is unknown; but 
judging from his powerful build 
and his tremendous speed, he 
must undoubtedly be of thoro- 
bred and quarter horse blood. 

Mildred first saw Lucky in a 
roping arena in Andrews four 
years ago. A calf roper was try- 
ing, unsuccessfully, to rope on 
him. Seeing possibilities in the 
horse, she became his owner. 

From the first, Mildred and 
Lucky seemed to fit. Mildred’s 
quiet, gentle manner won 
Lucky’s complete confidence. She 
had owned him only one week 
when they won their first barrel 
race. That summer Mildred en- 
tered five barrel races, winning 
four of them. 

Since then, it has been a steady 
climb to the top. Mildred and 
Lucky have won five Champion- 
ship saddles. The first one was 
at Archer City in 1955. In 1956 
they won the Cowgirl Sponsor 
Contest at Stamford — the 
Championship saddle. 

In addition to numerous other 
prizes, Mildred has won 14 
Championship Buckles. When 
points were tabulated and 
awards presented at the first 
TBRA Roundup December 1955 
in Fort Worth, Mildred received 
the 1955 Championship Saddle. 
It was the same in November 
1956 at the TBRA Roundup in 
Colorado City, Texas—Mildred 
and Lucky had won the saddle 
again. 

With the 1957 Rodeo season 
almost half gone, Mildred is 
again in the lead for the TBRA 
Championship. Yet to this won- 
derful champion barrel racer, 
each race is still a challenge and 
each win is a thrilling experience. 

The Texas Barrel Racing As- 
sociation is indeed proud of its 
vice president, Champion Mil- 
dred Farris.

Cutting Horse has been estab- 
lished, and the point and grad- 
ing system worked out. It will 
undoubtedly have to have some 
changes as time goes on, maybe 
even a more complicated pattern, 
but it is a start. It is a little dif- 
ferent and as yet is strictly Ap- 
paloosa, which could well be an- 
other big feather in the cap of 
Appaloosa showmanship. 

The thought is to show an all- 
around cow horse doing work 
that is similar to ranch cow work. 
It definitely includes cutting, but 
it also shows reining, rating 
stock, speed and collective cow 
sense. 

To my knowledge, the first at- 
tempt to show a class of this type 
will be the Mountain & Plains 
Show at Estes Park, Colorado, 
on July 6-7, and will be follow- 
ed with the same class at the 
Pueblo State Fair August 20-22. 


PATTERN 
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1. Cutter will draw for number, 
ride into herd and cut out his 
number. Turn back man will 
hold steer for 45 seconds. 

2. Cutter will then take steer 
around obstacles and thru gate 
at the end. Steer can be start- 
ed on either side of obstacle, 
but must turn second obstacle 
opposite of first. 

Cutter will put steer thru first 

gate and out second gate and 


back to herd.

4. Time limit of 3 minutes for 
each cutter. Whistle will blow 
at 45 seconds and again at 3 
minutes.

Colorado Springs, June 13-15, 1957 


Maybe it’s heredity, maybe it’s 
environment, maybe it’s the boy 
himself. At any rate, Clyde May 
of Deming, New Mexico, junior 
at McNeese State College in 
Lake Charles, La., became the 
All Around Cowboy at the recent 
National Intercollegiate Rodeo 
Association championship meet 
in Colorado Springs. 

You recall how well Clyde did 
in the Spring elimination rodeos 
down our way—we had his pic- 
ture in the May issue of the 
Texas Horseman. Up there in 
cool Colorado, he thrilled 3500 
fans to win that title from 91 con- 
testants representing 20 colleges. 

Clyde’s brother is Harley May, 
currently the world’s champion 
steer wrestler and president of 
the Redeo Cowboys Association. 
Harley. like hss younger brother 
today, had won the All Around 
intercollegiate championship the 
first three years it was offered, 
1949 thru 1951, and then went on 
to professional competition in 
1952. 

Among the other contestants’ 
names at Colorado Springs last 
week that have a ring of famili- 
arity were Denny Calhoun, a 
sophomore at New Mexico A&M 
and Tony Salinas, Jr. of Encinal, 
Texas, a sophomore at South- 
western Texas State Teachers 
College. Calhoun’s older brother 
Elliott currently stands 4th for 
the 1957 steer wrestling champ- 
ionship. 

Tony Salinas’ father, one of 
the best ropers in the 1930s, is 
the coach who sent roper Toots 
Mansfield to 7 world’s calf rop- 
ing championships from 1939 to 
1950. Today, the elder Salinas 
still enjoys competitive roping. 
(See “Arena Echoes” in_ this 
issue) 

College rodeo, fastest-growing 
intercollegiate sport in the West, 
has mushroomed in 8 years from 
a loosely knit association of 13 
college rodeo clubs with a total of 
some 60 members. Today, 70 
schools from the Mississippi to 
the Pacific Coast have rodeo 
teams and membership in NIRA 
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has grown to 850. 

As the elder May proved five 
years ago, the competitive level 
of college rodeo is just a small 
notch below professional big 
time.

called it right. 
The comments on the Trail 


Dust Column prove at least two 
things: Interest in the Appaloosa 
is no longer confined to a small 
group, but is nation-wide. And, 
secondly, the Texas Horseman is 
being read all over the country. 
Those comments were also a 
brisk reminder to me that I must 
be very careful in the choice of 
my words. Readers may rest as- 
sured, however, that as long as 
this column appears with my by- 
line, I will call them as I see 
them. If I don’t call them the 
way you think I should, then let 
me have it with both barrels. 

Horse Shows and Trail Rides 
are really coming close together 
here in Central Texas as a result 
of the spring floods. Altho the 
classes don’t seem to be quite as 
large this year, there seems to be 
a larger audience at each show. 

The Tennessee Walking Horses 
seem to be the best crowd pleas- 
er, but they certainly upset a 
Dalmatian dog from Fort Worth 
at the recent McGregor show. 
The dog was almost identical to 
one that I own, so I had to spend 
a good part of the next day ex- 
plaining to people that it wasn’t 
my dog. 

Seems the dog raced for one of 
the Walking Horse’s front legs. 
The horse neither showed fear 
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nor broke his gait, an excellent 
example of a horse’s innate fine 
disposition. Here was one of the 
elite of the show ring, showing 
the remarkable disposition he

The Judging Standard set up 
by the Appaloosa Horse Club, 
Inc., has been used for several 
years. Anyone will be sent a copy 
free of charge who will write the 
club in Moscow, Idaho, request- 
ing it. That judging standard 
may not meet with the approval 
of some individual breeders, but 
it is what the majority of Appa- 
loosa breeders prefer. However, 
the club has never made it man- 
datory that an individual breed- 
er breed any specific type. 

I have helped obtain judges 
for a number of shows, both 
regional and national. I have 
never had a judge tell me he was 
unwilling to judge an Appaloosa 
show or class after they had a 
chance to read “The Appaloosa 
Horse” and the Judging Stand- 
ard. 

I’m sorry I was unable to at- 
tend the San Antonio Show. | 
have seen a large majority of the 
Appaloosas shown and it seems 
to me that the judges picked 
some mighty good horses. If 
there were better ones that were 
not placed, it just goes to prove 
that Appaloosa breeders are 
breeding a better Appaloosa and 
don’t need anyone to dictate to 
them how to do it. 

Now I'd like to comment from 
the judge’s side of the fence. The 
judge is handed this schedule: 


40% conformation, 20% type, 
20% soundness, 20% action. 
Everyone feels that 20% type is

forget they also have another 
80% to score a possible 100% 
Unless somecne came in with a 
draft Shetland, no 
judge would score off more than 
a possible 10% regardless of 
which type he preferred.

I have judged a number of 
shows and have discussed the 
problem with numerous judges 
at both Appaloosa and all-breed 
shows, and I find that it is faulty 
conformation, poor or bad action, 
and unsoundness which marks a 
horse down and forces variation 
in type in the placings that the 
judge makes. To many, type is 
an intangible thing and they 
don’t seem to recognize other 
faults in their horses. Mistaken- 
ly, they feel they lost because 
the judge did not like the type 
of their horse. 

We have taken the horse away 
from nature, where survival of 
the fittest dominated the type, 
and I feel that we need two ex- 
tremes to keep the breed in bal- 
ance until performance weeds out 
the undesirables and in itself es- 
tablishes the type. 

We should do 
breeding for conformation, 
straight action, and soundness. 
Last, but not least, breed Appa- 
loosa to Appaloosa. This will 
concentrate the popular charac- 
teristics of the breed and go far 
to establish a definite type.

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of the Mississippi River than 
there are west of it and have 
been since old Jim Beckworth the 
Mulatto Crow Chief stole Indian 
horses by the thousands and sold 
them at auction in Nebraska, 
Kansas and Oklahoma. 


When I was a boy at Ft. Riley, 
Kansas, two older cousins and 
their friends made regular trips 
thru New Mexico, Arizona Terri- 
tory, Nevada, Utah, Wyoming 
and Colorado, bringing back 
horses by the hundreds and sell- 
ing them at auction in Junction 
City, Kansas. The first “Appa- 
loosa” I ever saw was an Indian 
pony they gave me. She weighed 
around 900-950 Ibs. and could 
run the legs off these six-figure 
studs that some owners are brag- 
ging about today. 

Back in the early 1900's, we 
used to have a 500-mile endur- 
ance race from up in Wyoming 
to Denver. Why can’t we bring 
back a race of that kind? It 
would separate the men from the 
boys in short order. 


Or, failing that, why not have 
a 15-mile race? If I were 40 
years younger and such a race 
came up, I know where I could 
put my saddle on a little Appa- 
loosa about 14 hands and 950 
lbs. that would give many a 
modern “Appaloosa” something 
to think about. 

The Appaloosa I would like to 
see evolve would be 14-15 hands, 
1000-1100 Ibs. with conformation 
to match his height. All a horse 
has to be, is put together to 
match his height. No judge can 
evaluate an Appaloosa by Quar- 


ter, Thorobred, Arabian, Mor- 
gan, Saddlebred or any other 


yardstick. It all comes back to 
one definite fact: the Palouse 
horse is a distinct breed. The 
sooner breeders swallow that 
fact and start from there, the 
better off they will be.
